15,000 maps to

The university is planning 
to print 15,000 copies of a five 
color, 18 by 40 inch perspective 
map of the campus. Cost of the 


map if printed by state 
printers would be ap- 
proximately $8,250. 

The maps could be 


produced at a lesser price bya 
private printing firm, ac- 
cording to John Cox, associate 
vice-president for ad- 
ministration—planning and 
management, but he declined 
to disclose the estimate for 
fear of antagonizing the state 
printing office. If printed 
privately, the money would 
have to come from private 
sources, for instance, a foun 
daion. 

If state funds are used, then 
the maps must be done by the 
State printers and approvai 
must come from the gover- 
nor’s office. The propos! is 
presently at the governor's of- 
fice awaiting approval. 

The perspective map was 
drawn up in St. Louis at the ap-

The city council last week 
postponed action for three 
weeks on a parking ban that 
would directly affect students. 
Before the counci! is a 
proposal to restrict parking on 
University Avenue between 
Campus Commons Drive and 
Commons Drive from 10 a.m 
to 2 p.m. 

University Avenue lies ac- 
ross the Guy West Bridge. It is 
a favorite free on-street par- 
king site since the walk is com- 
parable to one from the 
university's lots. A $15 sticker 
is needed to park on campus. 

The Gorman-Whitney 
Development Company 
originally asked for the res- 
trictions August | because the 
all day student parking “is in- 
compatible with the commer- 
cial development now under 
way and proposed for the 
immediate future,"’ a letter to 
city council said. 

John Gorman, president of 
the development company, 
told the Hornet that they have 
trouble moving materials in 
and out. Prospective tenants 
are shying away because they 
fear th y may be unfindable, 
he said Last spring he lost two 
tenants reportedly because of 
the traffic congestion, Gor- 
man continued, 

The parking preblem 
concerns the vacant lots as 
well as street parking he 
added. But the city told him 
the lots were his problem so 
‘We'll have to start towing 
them away. There is no other 
choice,’’ he said. 

Gorman claimed tohavean 
aerial photograph from the 
spring showing an empty 
south fot on campus wnue 
University Avenue is crowded 
with parked cars. 


However, ~ the Campus 
Commons Homeowners 
protested that eliminating 
parking on University Avenue 
would only shift student par- 


king to the residential sections 


Commons. The 
homeowners recommended 
that any plan addressing 
student parking should con- 
sider Campus Commons as a 
compiete entity. They view 
parking meters as the ‘best 
compromise’.

A Traffie Engineering 
Division report estimated that 
300 cars park along University 
Avenue at various times of the 
day, but “‘At the present time 
the extensive parking on 
University Avenue does not 
create a traffic safety 
problem nor does it interfere 
with any major traffic flow 


“However, when Univer- 
sity Avenue is completed and 
more of the commercial 
properties are developed the 
parking May create a traffic 
problem. It may be necessary 
to restrict the parking at that 
time.” 


The report recommends 
that if action is to be taken, 
then it would be best to 


prohibit parking altogether on 
University Avenue for the 
hours of 10a.m. to2p.m. while 
other streets in Campus Com- 
mons are observed to deter- 
mine the need for more res- 
trictions. 


Parking meters were ruled 
out by the division because 
they are too time consuming to 
enforce. Meters would require 
personnel to drive to 
“remote’’ University Avenue, 
mark tires, wait for one or two 
hours, write tickets and return 
downtown. 

A complete ban would be 
simpler to enforce. 


John Cox, CSUS associate 
vice-president for ad- 
ministration, planning and 
management, urged that noth- 
ing be done about University 
Avenue parking until next 
summer. By that time an ad- 
ditional 500 parking spaces 
may be ready.

Perry began acting in high 
school. When a rival tried out 
for a school production Perry, 
in an effort to match his rival, 
tried out too—and got the part 
Although he refuses to name 
the play (‘It's too em- 
barassing'), the experience 
was enjoyable and Perry has 
been in theatre ever 


since— ‘Actively, in the past 
four years 
His most recent roles at 


CSUS have been in Vaudeville 
and Flea. Vaudeville con- 


tinued its Campus success at 
the State Fair Golden Bear 
Playhouse, where the players 
were paid $10 per per- 
formance. At two shows a 
night for approximately three 
weeks, there is only one 
drawback: the cheques still!

State destroys food 


(ZNS} Despite record 
supermarket prices, global 
food shortages and starvation 
in many parts of the world 
growers in Califorma—the 
nation’s largest agricultural 
producer—continue todestroy 
thousands of tons of food in 
order to keep prices high. 

Pacific News Service 
reports that this intentional 
destruction of crops is per- 
mitted so that farm products 
can be sold at premium pnices. 
Farmers have been granted 
control over their ‘surplus’ 
production by what is known 
as “The California Marketing 


Act of 1937."’ 


This legislation has made 
the state's dairy, poultry, egg, 
fruit, nut and vegetabie 
producers legal monopolies 
that control food supplies so 
that high prices can be main- 
tained 

Under California law, there 
are 35difierent ‘market order 
advisory boards” that often 
singlehandedly determine 
how much of a particular food

tion. The department insists 
that—despite high food pnices 
and hunger throughout the 
world—the marketing system 
in California is subject to 
State, and not federal control.

San Francisco's Saturday 
spectacular inside Winterland 
was a display in musical direc- 
tion and style. all pivoted 
around the Santanaband prior 
to 1973. In the spotlight along 
with their bands, Carlos San- 
tana and Neal Schon stood to 
be judged by their guitar- 
manship and leadership. San- 
tana outclassed former guitar 
mate Schon via his merits of 
association with and ab 
sorption of Mahavishnu 
Spiritualized jazz 

Neal Schon and his band 
Journey are going the same 
route as did Graham Central 
Station one year past. During 
that time Larry Graham was 
leaving established Sly and 
The Family Stone. searching 
for new directions and 
energies (Larry had gained 
quite a reputation and follow- 
ing due to his over-powering 
bass playing). After knocking 
Bay Area audiences for a loop. 
Graham got an Epic recording 
contract, subsequent tours, 
and the world has been funked 
in the Graham aftermath. 

Much of the same origins 
apply to Journey, except fora 
sense of direction. Journey 
would seem to be an unres- 
tricted version of the old San- 
tana band. except in this case 
the band is used asa vehicle to 
showcase Schon and organist 
Greg Rolie (Rolie looks like a 


Wolfman Jack double, 
perhaps a liability for 
success). Despite the un-res- 


trictedness, there are hints of 
progressive jazz styles. 

Such is Journey's way, 
their stoney jazz-rock comes 
to full impact on Play Some 
Music. and thunders into 
handclapping hysteria. “San 
Francisco. you're the best 
audience, you know what I 
mean,’ coaxed Neai Schon as 
Journey took a stoned trip 
through encore number Give 
In One Day.

Who cares about students? 
Apparently nobody judging by 
the proposal to prohibit par- 
king on University Avenue 

To give an indication of 
where power lies, the Gor- 


man-Whitney Development 
Company had only to suggest 
that a ban be initiated 
because of the all-day 


student parking that is in- 
compatibie with the commer- 
cial development now under 
way and proposed for the 
immediate future.”’ 


The city fellall over itselfin 
trying to accomodate the com- 
pany. Its traffic engineering 
report concedes that Univer- 
sity Avenue parking “does not 
create ai traffic safety 
problem nor does it interfere 
with any major traffic flow.” 
It continues that in the future 
when the street is completed 
and the commercial proper- 
ties are developed, then it 

may be necessary to restrict 
the parking at that time.” 
(Emphasis the Hornet's) 


Amazingly, the report then 
goes on to recommend that 
parking on beth sides of 
University Avenue between 
Campus Commons Drive and 
Commons Drive be eliminated 
from 10 a.m. to 2 p.m.

John Z. De Lorean, the 
former superstar executive at 
General Motors until he 
resigned last year, was in 
Washington a tew da¥s ago

In a Senate briefing. spon- 
sored by Senator Vance 
Hartke (Dem Ind.) De 
Lorean said it was ridiculous 
to consider sacrificing 
automotive engineering 
Sulety because of the auto 
companies’ present economic 
turbulence 


“Over the past 18 months, ” 
he said, ‘the average price in- 
crease of a sedan has been 
over $1,000. and the cost of 
added satety features is an in- 
significunt slice of that dollar 
amount 


In contrast, Richard C 
Gerstenberg. chairman _ of 
General Motors, issued a 


Statement on September 1 
which is unprecendented in its 
callousness toward motorists 
safety and decent business 
behavior 


Gerstenberg, 
called himself “just a 
bookkeeper at a Senate 
hear:ng. said that GM wants 
no more new safety features 
over the next three years

Auto giant rollback 


The auto giant is also 
demanding an actual rollback 
of some existing lifesavers 
which the government has 
obliged the auto companies to 
instali. He says such past and 
future safety and poliution 
control cubbacks will help the 
fight against inflation. 

Here are Gerstenberg's 
words: 

“The car-buying consumer 
is burdened today by the cost 
of a number of governmental 
requirements that have been 
placed upon cars and trucks: 
costs that are in many cases + 
well beyond whatever value 
these regulations provide. 

“And today still further re- 
quirements of questionable 
value are being proposed both 
by law and by regulations. The 
mandated equipment added to 
our cars and trucks over the 
four model years (1972 
through 1975) to meet 
regulations for emission con- 
trol, occupant protection, and 
bumpers, has added about 
$270 to the cost of every 
vehicle we produce for the 
United States.” 

Mr. Gerstenberg left some 
important information out of 
his statement. He failed ito 
note the massive costs to 
motorists of styling—useless 
gingerbread. chrome trim and 
patterns outside and inside the 
ear which are imposed on 
rnotorists. 


Safety or style? 
Gerstenberg wants a 
moratorium on salety, not 
styling. Back in the late fifties, 
several university economists 
completed a study which then 
showed that several hundred 
dollars of the retail price of the 
automobile reflected styling 
costs 

The GM boss also failed to 
speak about the prudence of 
pushing such ‘unproductive’

features as wire wheel covers, 
vinyl roofs. power seats and 
power windows which cost, 
respectively, $87, $106, $113, 
and $135 on the 1974 Chevrolet

Mandatory options 


How many lives and in 
junes will these and other 
similar “notions” save? Such 
items are usually classified as 
optional equipment but as 
many motorists know. com- 
pany and dealer pressures 
turn many of them into “man 
datory options "—if you don't 
want them off the showroom 
floor. you li have toorder your 
model without such 
specifications and wait 
several weeks or months dur- 
ing which time the overall car 
price may be raised. 

Obviously, GM is not about 
to mention the federal trade 
commission report which 
stated that the highly concen- 
trated demestic aute industry 
is costing consumers billions 
of dollars due to anti- 
competitive practices and 
captive market gouging tor 
replacement parts. For 
several years State Farm In- 
surance Co. has been com- 
piling information on the 
automotive replacement 
parts market and consumer 
overcharging. waiting for the 
FTC to act 


Nor is GM ready to remind 
motorists about their lost 
dollars due to creamputf 
bumpers during the last 15 
years which exposed cars to 
several hundred dollars 
damage in five or ten mile per 
hour collisions 


Aiso hiding behind the 
chrome curtain are such facts 
as the much higher price mar- 
kups for widely sold optional 
as compared with standard 
equipment, and the over- 
burdening. withinappropriate 
costs and amortization ex- 
penses, of safety equipment 
pricing to mislead the public 
about how inexpensive such 
equipment is to GM and other 
auto companies. 


Fueling Inflation 
Ford and Chrysler are fuel- 


ing inflation by another 
technique. According to the 
Wall Street Journal. these 


automakers are" simply drop- 
ping their lowest-priced stan- 
dard-size cars in some lines, 
elfectively forcing buyers of 
those models into a richer ver- 
sion if they want that size 
car.
